Dear Allen, 

It was so nice to see you in Washington on Monday and I 
appreciated very much all that you said. 

You asked me to let you know the outcome of my talks at the 
State Department. I was asked to see people dealing with the Point 
IV Program and with United Nations Affairs. As regards the first 
I gathered the impression that everything is in a formative stage 
and that a good many matters will have to be clarified, including 
determination by Congress of what Agency is to administer the Point 
IV Program, before further progress can be made. As regards U.N. 
activities a suggestion was made to me of working on certain matters 
in the Department and I believe that they are going to follow 
this up further. However, I think that this is all rather tentative 
and that there are such factors as civil service, the new budget 
of the Department and similar considerations involved, which 
make ary immediate decision or action unlikely. 

As I mentioned to you one of the persons with idiom I 
talked spoke of the long time involved in obtaining Security 
clearances - not less than three months. I expressed surprise 
at this and said that when I entered the United States Mission 
to the United Nations in 19U8 the necessary clearance, which included 
an atomic energy clearance, had been obtained in less than a month. 

I think that what actually happened was that having obtained

atomic energy clearance, the State Department waived further clearance 
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in my case. I have a card which is worded as follows
